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Amendments to the Drawings : 

The attached sheets of drawings include changes to Figure 1. These sheets 
replace the original sheet. Figure 1 has been designated as Figure lA, and Figure IB 
has been newly added. 
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Remarks/Arguments : 

Claims 1-10 are rejected. Claims 5 and 10 are cancelled. Claims 1, 3 and 6 
have been amended. Claim 11 is newly added. No new material has been added. 

The drawings have been objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) with respect to 
claims 2, 3, 5, 7 and 10. 

Claims 5 and 10 have been cancelled. Figure IB has been added to illustrate 
the capacitive coupling of amended claim 3 which corresponds, for example, to 
capacitor 15. 

The rejections to the drawings regarding Claims 2 and 7 are respectfully 
traversed. Claims 2 and 7 recite the feature of an end of said strip line Is ground via 
a capacitor. Referring to figure lA, it Is obvious to one skilled in the art that a 
capacitor may be connected to a node of strip line 5 with the other end of the 
capacitor being ground. Thus grounding an end of the strip line. 

Based on the actions above, withdrawal of the objection to the drawings is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 3-5 and 10 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph. Claim 3 has been appropriately amended. Figure IB has been added to 
include the capacitor recited in claims 3 and 4. Claims 5 and 10 have been 
cancelled. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1, 3, 6 and 8 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Furutani et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,783,976) in view of Hikita et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,766,149). This ground for rejection is overcome by the 
amendment to claims 1 and 6. 
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Claims 1 and 6 have been amended to include the feature of: 
... a first FET switch ... 
... a second FET switch... 

... said first FET switch and said second FET switch being a two- 
step structure ... (Emphasis added) 

This feature is supported in the specification; page 3, lines 21-22 and figures 
lA and IB, elements 3a and 6a. 

Furutani et al. discloses a high frequency switch 2 in Figure 1. Switch 2 
includes diode switches Dl and D2. Furutani et al. also discloses that a diode switch 
may be a FET (Col. 2, lines 41-44). Furutani et al. does not disclose nor suggest 
Applicants' feature of "said first FET switch and said second FET switch being a two- 
step structure '' (emphasis added). Hikita et al. also lacks Applicants' claimed FET 
switch two-step structure. Thus, even by combining the art of record, Applicants' 
claimed feature of ''said first FET switch and said second FET switch being a two-step 
structure" is neither disclosed nor suggested. Accordingly, allowance of claims 1 and 
6 is respectfully requested. 

Amended claim 3 includes all of the features of claim 1 from which it depends. 
Thus amended claim 3 is also patentable over the art of record. 

Claim 8 includes all of the features of claim 6 from which it depends. Thus, 
claim 8 is also patentable over the art of record. 

Claims 2 and 4 have received rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103(a). These 
claims, however, also include all the features of claim 1 from which they depend. 
Accordingly these claims are also patentable over the art of record. 
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Claims 7 and 9 have received rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103(a). These 
claims, however, also include all the features of claim 6 from which they depend. 
Accordingly these claims are also patentable over the art of record. 

Claim 11 is newly added. Claim 11 is supported in the specification; page 5, 
lines 12-14. Claim 11 does not add new matter. 

In view of the amendments and arguments set forth above, the above- 
identified application is in condition for allowance which action is respectfully 
requested. 
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
